"There is an interesting fact in rcgRrd 
to tbo decrease in the Columbia River 
to catch; three years ago tbo output of that 
river was 7t)l),0U() oases, while last year 
it was but little niofetlnui ,100,0U0 caacB. 
T'lio Fisbermen's Union lias eatablislicd 
tbo prico for this year's catch at .Sl.'Jfl 
for each fish, and ibis, with other actual 
expense to the cnmieries, will put an 
actual cost of S.").!).") on each case, which 
holds three tislies. The aalnum are so 
si'arcc that the fishornien cannot make 
nioney catching tliom for less than tbe 
price set. Tbore seems to be some 
doubt w liellier the Coliiinbia Kiver can- 
neries will be operated at all this year 
on account of these expenses; the can- 
herynien think, however, that the union 
will break up soon .and that they will 
theii:. be able to get tho hsh for a loss 
price than the union baa set. 

"Tho Paoifip Coast Steamship Com- 
pany is making great preparations for 
this summer's Abkskan, trade. Four .of 
their steahiers will bo put on that route, 
among them the commodious packet, 
The Queen, and I am informed hun. 
dreds of excursion tickets liave already 
been sold throui;liout the East. Tlio 
new company — The Puget Sound and 
Alaska — may also put on a ■ line of 
steamers, but 1 think they, are going on 
ton laic to gel their proportion-.: of the 
ir-iiic, except- during the excursion so* 
son, " 

" What effect will the new lease hove 

on Alaskan trade ? " was asked. 

"It will have a tendency to make 
tho old Alaska company go more exten- 
sively into the Halmon buaiiifss. Tliis 
company is alreaily ex tonaively inter - 
eslod ill ntlicr industries - in fad the 
seal industry was only a small part of 
its business, 'I'lia Alaska company owns 
the largest salmon cannery in the world, 
situated at Karliik. it also retains tho 
Russian lease, but this is not so good as 
the .Vinerieiin lease; the walurs covered 
by thu Kussiaii lease proiluco less seals 
lliaii the .'\mci icau lease, and lliey are 
also of a poorer <|uality. There is a 
general impression that the new com- 
pany has p.iid t.io bigb a price for tbe 
lease, lint of course that is something 
its members uiuici'Btand better than we 
do. One thing is certain, the average 
price that sealskins have been bringing 
ill London for the past few years will 
not justify tbe new company in catch- 
ing seals for the market. Some of 
tlio members of tliu new eompanj 
claim that 100,(X)0 seala will bo killed 
yearly, but those fainiliur with tho fish- 
eries say that tbe sea will be depleteil 
w itliiii a few years if so many arc taken 
out. The .Alaska Company was al- 
lowed to kill only GU,(X)0, and it is 
claimed that even at this rate tbe rook- 
eries are boeoniing thinned out. There 
is no doubt that the price of sealskin 
sacques, etc., will .lie considerably 
higher this year than they were but 
year. 

"A bill that bus recently pasacil the 
United States Senate," continued Mr. 
.Smith, "and is known as the Piatt 
bill, is of great importance to that sec- 
tion. It provides that ouch settler may 
take I GO acres of laml in that territory 
at s;2,.")0 an acre. It also provides for a 
modilicatioii of txi.sting land laws. 

"Alaska is now governed by the laws 
of Oregon, which, considering tho es- 
sential dill'ereiice of climate and area, 
and of resources, are wdiolly iuailequate 
for till' aetllement and development of 
the territory, iio long as a man cannot 
pre-empt a homestead nor buy a foot of 
land, except under the expensive mining 
laws, there can bo no lettleiiiont nor iin- 
piinenieiit. Under the present law 
there can bo no exportation of tbe 
ibundaiit timber nor nianufaoture of the 
same in tho territory. In abort, wo 
want Alaska to be accorded the privileg- 
es granted other western territories, and 
these conditions which will invite 
capitalists and guarantee a home to poor 
men. \Vhen it is possible to take up 
160 acres of.land at ^50 per acre you 
will hear more of Alaska's resources." 

Mr. Smith is enthusiastio over, the 
future of the great northwestern terri- 
tory, which,- he aajrs, is destliaed to be- 
come one of the most produotive of all 
the slates, in the variet;^ of its pro- 
<lucts. The Pioneer Business associa- 
tion, which was organized for the pur- 
pose of advertising Alaska's resources in 
a le;;itiinntc way, i.-(, in the opinion of 
Mr. Snutli, a grand thing for the terri- 
tory. This association made up a purse 
a short time ago and sent Miner 
M. liruce as a delsgate to WoshingtoB 
to urge legislation in behalf of the long- 
negleoted territory. 

The Pioneer Businoas association also 
rc'conmifiided to the people of tbo terri- 
tory, a.s well as to congress, that Mr. 
liruce be elected as .lelegatetn congress. 
-Mr. Sniilb thinks that a delegate could 
be of inestiimible value to tho territory, 
ami ho thinks, too, thai .Mr. Ilriico "is 
just tbe man tiiiitij^i needed, and liopss 
tbtit gentleman W?}1 be backed by the 
citizens of Alaska as be should be.

COMPARATIFE PBODUGTIVE- 

NESSr 

ilr. Ctorge .Joliunon, tlio Dominion 
statistician, haa collected some figures 
which show that the f rovinca of On 
tario'ia as fertile a'a the most productive 
of the Statea of the Union. Hia duta 
on tliB retiirna puhiiBlied by tho Uuilud 
."Statea Doparl ment of Agriculturo and 
those of tho Ontario Bureau of hulua- 
trios. He compares tho crops of wheat, 
barley, oats, Indian corn, rye, buck- 
wheat, potatoes and hay raised in six 
years, from 1882 to 1887, in the States 
of New York; Ohio, Michigan, Illinois, 
Iiitliaua, W'iacotisin, Kauaas, Missouri 
and Iowa witli iIkiso ^i invn in the same 
period in Ontario. Ten auroa in each of 
the eight crops mentioned above yielded 
in those six years in the Province and 
States compared as follows :

Here llii! conipariaon ia V(!iy much in 
favor of the (.'aiiailian province. On- 
tario's average for these six years ia bel- 
ter than the average of the nine states 
by 46' per cent. Mr. Johnson shows 
that tlie average yield per acre is con- 
siderably greater in Ontario than it is 
in tho ninn stiites. The average pro- 
duction of wlu'aL .0 ()nlari(i was two 
biisholaan acre more than in Micliigan, 
three buihsl* an sore more than 'in New 
York and Kansas, four bushels more 
than in Indiana and Ohio, (ivo bushela 
snore than in illinoia and \\ i.scon.sin, a;iil 
six bu.ahela inoro than in Missouri. In 
barley tho difl'erence in favor of Ontario 
was from four to live bushels, in outs 
from four to nine busliels, in corn from 
18 to 26 bushela, in ryo from two to six 
bushela, in buckwheat troin 12 to 15 
buahola, in pcjlaloPH from 27 to 47 bush- 
els, nnd in liay fnmi one. fifth to one- 
third of tt tun per acre. 

It is not, we preaiinie, supposed that 
these figures are strictly '-aoourats, but 
they show tho general result. 

Mr. Johnson hiia proved that bettor 
orops are raised in Ontario than in wbut 
jiro oonsidered (he moat fer tile uf tho 
StalcH of tin: IJi.ion. 'J'hia may bo ow 
ing to tho bettor system of farndug 
ailnpted by the Ohtario former* to 
the au parlor fertility of the soil of tho 
noriheru province, or to advantages of 
ollmste. l^ut'iK^gures cannot lie, On- 

V 



tario iu auperior ns an agricultural 
country to stulea that have generally 
boeu considered vastly more Y"'oduetivo. 
Tho truth Boems to bo that if tho 
soil ot any part of this Dominion in 
which Rgriculturo can be carried on gets 
nnything like fair play, an good crops 
can be raiaed from it as from the 
soil of any jiart of (ho continent. But tho 
hunnliating truth is that the soil iu many 
parts of the Dominion has not had fair 
play. It has been onl'tivateiS by men 
who did not understand iigricidture, 
and where the fertility of tlio virgin 
soil was oxhiuiated by unskilful tillage 
tliu farmer liccoinos , discouraged and 
blamed the eountry for what ought to 
have been attributed to his own ignor- 
unco and want of slcill. In many in- 
.stances he emigrated to a new country 
where he had again a virgin soil to 
work, and 'U course of time his experi- 
ence in tho east was repeated in tho 
^ve3t. His farm ran out. Tho exhausted 
Moil no longer yielded abundant crops, 
1 ho lost faith in the country. But 
tho fault waa iu himself. \Vo find 
that iu Oluo and Iowa land 
that once seemed to bo of in- 
exhaustible fertility is now almost 
l)arron. Its loss of productivencaa is 
ly accounted for, and wIumi a genera- 
tion of farmers grow up who under.stand 
their ljusincstj llie worn out huul will 
If new its youlli and yiolil a generona 
return to the tiller. Canadian fanners 
have been alow to learn that the bc«t 
aoila can be ruined by over-cropping, and 
our Air.erican neighbors have been 
e(iually dull. But experience is an 
oU'eclive if he is n .severe schoolmaster, 
,uul both Canadian and American 
tarinora find that if they do not attend 
Id hia teachings ruin will sooner or later 
stare them in the face, no matter what 
the natural (pialities of 'bo soil may bo. 

INDIANS. 

Very little interest in tho Lidians ia 
taken by the people of Canada gener- 
ally. The impression .seems to be that 
very little can lie done to civilize tliem 
or to niaku them eoud'ortablo according 
to our ideaa of con)fort. It ia con- 
siilered that their nature is hopelessly 
wild, and that their destiny is soon to 
disappear oil' the face of the eartli. 
riie utmost iliat can lieiione, many sup- 
pose, is to kue|) tbeni from star\ iiig. Tlie 
duty of tlie v/hile races ends wlien lliey 
take measures necessary to provide them 
with food suiHcient to keep them alive, 
riie red man is not iu these days in the 
least romantic. Tlio good ciualities 
tliat ha liosscsscs are .seldom spoken 
of, and the vices lie has aci|uirod 
are unpleasantly conspicuous. 'i'lie 
(lovernmcnt and a few mis- 
sionurios urc making efforts to 
civilize the Indians and improve their 
moralty, but tho work is regarded with 
"cneral indiflerence, and it is not ex- 
pected thai it will result in any great 
amount of |:criiiaiR'nt g'-'!"l. .Many ap- 
pear to think that it matters very little 
wliether it does or not. 

It is to be regretted that this indiffer- 
ence with regard to the condition of the 
Indians ig so prevalent. It \v;ould bo 
thought that these people, whose hiids 
we hare taken and whuni we have driv- 
en froui tile occupations and pursuits in 
which tbey were for ages engaged, 
M'ould be to us objects of great interest. 
W'a have made a completely new world 
for theni, and it mighl bo thought 
that wo would do what we could 
to aid tliem in adapting them 
selves to its coadikions. They 
are too, the savages and the heathens 
which we have at our own doors, and it 
is but natural to supiioso that ev 
pbssibls effort would ho imuie both 
civilize and to ■•liristiaiii/.e ilu-iii, If 
cannot succeed in in.iui-iiig the Iieatli 
who are in our own country and with 
u hoin we have so many opportunities of 
intorcourso, to love our civilijMtion and 
to embrai o our religion, what are rre to 
o.vpect from the efforts of ndssionaries 
who labor among savages who hardly 
e\ or conie in contact with a civilized 
man '/ 

We have no reason to be proud of 
what We have done for the North 
American Indian. He has not benefitted 
much by our civilization, and ho has 
not, we greatly fear, been much 
elevated by our religion 
have taken a great dea 
the Indian, what ilSf'c wc 
him in return'; la the 
to-dayi after centuries of contact with 
Christian civilization, very much tho 
superior of the Indian as lie wa»; fccumi 
liy the first seLll'-ra on tiiii cmi I iiirut 
'I'hertf are, we tiii.l, hy t)j,; annual le 
port of the Depart iii of indiaii .Af- 
fairs, about resident liniians in 
the Dominion of Canada. It is calcu- 
lated that there are somewhero about 
•l.^.'J'Jt) luiniadic Indians besides, muking 
in all I'-M,.'!-!) in the whole Doniiiiioii 
from till- .Ari'ti:: O.M'aii lo the boiuiil.uy 
Hue belweei, Canada and the I'nile.l 
.StalcH. Tliu coniiition of thos-- people 
may bo inferred from the fact that the 
Uovernmeut is compelled to oontribute 
$1,074,235 towards their support. The 
state finds it ne. es-iary to give every 
inun, woinaii and child el llio Indian 
race ?! 1 a year. 

It ia doing what it can l<i maUo these 
people Self-supporting, but the n sidts 
do not Seem to be very encouraging, in 
some places, and notably in British Col- 
umbia, the Indians are to a great extent 
self-supiKuting, linl the i^rcal majority 
of ilicin are slill in a .■niiilil iipii of de 
plorable dep'omlence on the .slate- fer tlie 
moans of sustaining exisLciiee. || the 
Indians of tho plaina can ho induced lo 
adopt the hubita of civilized lifn it is 
very unfortunate that tho means have 
not yet been found to bring about that 
result. 

The Indians ot .Muiiilojpi: and Ihc 
N'ortliw-eat Terril orii-.s loiiiila'i' L'l.o'J'J, 
and tho producla of their industries, 
fanning excluded, are valued at $266,- 
604. Tliero are 2.'i,409 resident Indians 
in Britiah Ciduniliia, and they earned in 
diirorent occiipaiioiis, exclusive of agri- 
ciiltuir, -OO.-i, I .'i;. 'fiiu Indiiuis of tho 
plaiii.s own -I, •18'-! horses, tho liiitisli 
Colmnbia Indians own 14,051 lioraua. 
Tho Indians of tho plaina oijltirated 12,- 
007 acres of land; tlio British Columbia 
Indians had 8,5'''<7 acres under crop. 
The I-.idiaiis of .Manitoba,' Kcmvutin 
uiid N. \V. Ter itorius reeidvial from 
tlie (jovonii, lent in I.SSS .^^ir/.S,!',") !, wdiile 
tho Brilibh Columbia Indians did not 
receive in the way of state aid one- 
tenth of that sum. The piouise amount 
of the appropriation which fell to the 
lot of the Indiana o( tltls proviuco was 



$82,9'23. It will be romenibored that 
there are very nearly as many Indians iu 
Britis'.i Columbia as there are to be found 
in MKiiitoba and tlie Northwest Terri- 
tories. 

Efforts are being niiide to educate the 
children of the Indiana, with not very 
promising results. The number of chil- 
dren of the school ago is set down at 15,- 
S.'io. The number enrolled hh pupila in 
tho 215 day schools is 5,7 ji), aud tho 
daily average attendance is 2,980. The 
number of jmpils enrolled in the ten in- 
dustrial scliools ia .IDS, and tho daily 
attendance is uG9. There are in the six 
boarding schools 107 pupils, and tho 
daily attendance at these schools ia 81. 
The education given in thii industrial 
schools ought to bo of great use to those 
who receive it, and afterwards to tho 
wliole of the Indians of the country. All 
their scliools should bo, in fact, indus- 
trial.

THE rORTUOESE aWINBLEliS. 

An examination of tho papers laid be- 
fore Parliament on tho Portuguese ques- 
tion shows that the troatiiieut which 
ISritiah subjects in Africa received at 
the hnuda of the Government of Portu- 
gal was the reverse of fair and honest. 
It ia evident that the representatives ' of 
that Oovernmerit in Africa were de- 
teriiiinod fraudulently to deprive the 
men who had invested their money in a 
railway of their property. In 1883 Col. 
Kdward MoMurdo, an American capi- 
talist, received a concession from the 
Portuguese Oovemraent to bnildarailway 
from a place near Delagoa Bay to the 
Transvaal frontier. IIo received no aid 
in money. The road was to ho com- 
pleted at a certain time. Tho length of 
the line to bu built was distinctly stated 
in tho agreement, and it was to end at 
a point marked on the map as the fron 
tier. The Company went to work aftei 
a time and completed the lino nearly ti 
the point imlicated. Tho Portuguese 
authorities in 1SS7 discovered that the 
frontier iiad moved nine kilometres to 
the west, and they ie4uirod tho Com 
pany to continue the road that distance 
further than was set down in the con 
naet. They demanded that tliia addi 
tioii should he constructed iu tlio rainy 
season, when it was impossible for the 
men to work. 'I'lifi secret of 
tliis unreasonable deimiiul waa 
that the Portuguese and the Dutch of 
the Transvaid wanted to get the Eng- 
lish Company out of tho way so that 
they could have the roH'l lo themselves, 
file failure of Iho Coinpaiiy to do what 
it had never agreed to do ami what was 
clearly impossible was made the pretext 
for depriving the company of its conces- 
don and turning the olBcials out qt the 
(\)nipany's buildiiiga. The Company of 
comae appealed to the British Govern- 
iiienl for justice, 'fhere waa no other 

■oni'se open to it. I,(M'd .Salisbury asked 
for explanations and tho correapoiid- 
ence makes tho rascality of the 
I'ortugueso very evident. A't'iough 
hy their agreement (juestions in 
dispute were to be settled by 
arbitration, when an arbitration was 
uskcd for it was refused. Tho British 
(iovernraeut gas-e the Portuguese very 
dearly to understand that no sharp 
practice would be allowed," and that the 
company must be fully reimbursed for 
all it had expended on the railway. An 
e(|uivalent must be found for the linn' 
dredfi of tliousaiids of poiinda worth of 
[iropcrty that had been violently taken 
from the subjects of Quean 'Victoria, 
The firm tone of the British OoverBment 
is not relished by the Portuguese author- 
ities, and Hnirland has become very un- 
popul.ir in Lisbon. But her Cioverii- 
nieiit cares very liltio for the liowds of 
the mob or the iu8i)lts offered to British 
subjects by disappointed sobemors.

THE CAPTAIN'S STORY 

Of tho AIU'rihI rohioiilu^j Case on the 
Hoalluff Schuuucr IJllle b— Says llu 
UUl His Biity hy llio Sick iloy. 

C'jpt. Moorliotise, cf the sciiliiig 
schooner Lillie L, now awaiting orders 
at Port TiMvusemi, makes t'u; fcllowing 
atalenieut in regard to tho sickness ami 
death of the boy on his vessel whom ho 
is iiifurnially accused by two sailoi's 
from the vessel uf poisoning: 

"After wo had bueii out from San 
Francisco uboiil eight days young Stur- 
gis WHS token sick. Stnrgis did uol 
aeoni to lake proper care of himself and 
was ill the hahil of going to bed v.iLli 
his cloth' s on when tliey were wet, Ifc 
was taki o sick in the furcnoon, and ill 
the aftoiiiciiin ah out ■I o'clock 1 was noti- 
fied. He was then delirious. I had 
him taken aft mi l put in better quarters 
and iiisti uctcil ihe cook tu altuiul hiin. 
As 1 did not kiio'v wdiiit his ilhiwus was I 
did not give him any niudieiue iiiiy 
more than uuoh roniudies us beef tea, 
etc. He lingered along for iiuite ii 
iiuuihor of d(iys, but Hecmcd lo be get- 
ting woiou, uiiil only rallied once. The 
day before he died Ire w.is not expected 
lo live and: was uncunseious, and was 
constantly trying to get out of bed, thus 
thus causing considerable trouble. 
About II o'clock of the night ho died 
the cook camo to me and asked inc to 
give liiiu something to relievo the boy, 
as be was very restless and seeuicd to 
need sleep. For some time past the buy 
hiul been crying lor whiskey, but I only 
gave it to liiui once, and then it was 
diluted. 1 gave the cook 15 drops of 
laudanum in a half tumbler of water to 
give to the boy. After ho had taken 
this he began culling for more, and 1 
gave him some water. This was the 
only medicine I gave him, as I did not 
know what else to-givo him. The 
boy seciiieil to bo fast jiassing away 
and a lit tie after two o'clock he died. 
I'lie hoy was pretty well gone, and 
when he was put in a bug in tlie morn- 
ing the stench was BO great that it was 
iilmosl iin|)ossible to go near him. He 
seemed to be decayed inside. In ad 
iiiini«lcring the laudanum to him 1 only 
went according to directions ami do nut 
think tho amonut I gave liim did any 
barm as 1 have taken Iwico tbe i|ii.in- 
tity. .Sturgis M'lis one of tbe must will- 
ing and best men 1 had and I greatly re- 
gret his loss us g 1 men arc not too iin- 

meious among the crew. J am now 
waiting orders from the owners. .Most 
of the hunters are anxious to go out on 
the eiulsc. This man I.eariicil, who 
seems to he making all this t.ilk uiid 
and who lias been lodging in the city 
jail for the last day or two, is wli.il is 
commonly culled a sea lawyer, and lie is 
one of t he most ll iiiihle.somc men it has 
ever been my inisbirtnne to meet. 1 
hope you will he kind enough to pub. 
lisli my side of the story ao that the 
))eople may know the truth and juilge 
for themselves."
